On Wednesday Dec, 15, the 
Hon. Kwok Chan performed the 
opening ccremony of switching 
on the lights at the South China 
stadium in Caroline Hill. Now 
the Hongkong Football Club is 
coming in to compete with the 
Caroline Hil Chib dy installing 
the latest end most modern type 
of lighting. 


‘Unlike South Chinn's light 
pylons which have been erected 
down two side of the grounds, 
thet is parallel to the length of 
the soccer fleld, the Club pylons 
have been erccted on the four 
corners of the ground, 


Extra foundations and supports 
had to be constructed at the four 
corners to support to the pylong. 


The pylons have fair steel ribs 
on cach, and give the appearance 
of a cadar mast. On each of the 
ribs, five lamps will de fitted to 
make a total of 20 1 of 1,000 
watts cach to ecch pylon. 


The top of the pylon ta now 
neaily 80 feet from the ground. 


The field will therefoce bea 
illummated’ by’ 80 powerful 
lamps, a total of 80,000 watts, 


Each lamp will have to. be 
fecussed separotely. ¢o pick up a 
certain spot on the Mold. The 
fleld will be roughly divided dato 
sections and the lights focussed 
on them,
